This has become a hard and difficult field because of the coming and 

ing of its clientage, the persistence of unemployment for over a num- 

r of years, and the consequent financial disabilities of its members. In 

spite of the faithful, sacrificing work of the pastor growth and strength 

are wearisomely slow. But he is not without hope for the future. Nor 
is your committee. 


With nearly half of the congregation’s pledge on salary, unpaid, the 
reduction of the Board’s appropriation of $940 in 1935 to $900 for 1936 
(willing accepted by the pastor) means just that much less he will re- 
ceive because the congregation does not absord the reduction, Heroic 
efforts are being made to balance the unbalanced budget for local ex- 

nses and the apportionment. Subscriptions pledged at the Every 
ember Canvass for local expenses amounted to $498.30 and for the ap- 
apportioned $195.40. Of the former amount $50.80 was pledged by the 
pastor and his wife, and $10.00 of the latter. On the apportionment of 
$210 for 1935 the mission paid $107 as also $17 for special benevolences. 

Total accessions for the year were 16 of which 12 were adults. The 
total losses were four. The confirmed membership is 88, communicant 
45. Average Sunday School attendance 70. Average at Sunday preach- 
ing services, morning 25, evening 23. A Ladies’ Aid (15 members) 
Luther League (15) and the Brotherhood (15) are active and doing 
good work. We believe that under normal conditions Fairmount will 
come into its own.
